Tacoma, Wash., lost a block of frame build­ 
ings worth §00^000 by fire. 
A B. Zigler of Philadelphia, ate a whole 
watermelon, and started a cholera scare, dying 
of cholera morbus. 
John Dodd's hay rake works and several 
dwellings at Dayton. Ohio,, were burned. 
Loss, $.5,000; insurance, $40,000. 
During a thunder storm at Brattleboro, Vt 
lightning passed into the houses of L. Childs 
and H. F. Dari sir, whose wives were pros- j 
trated by the shocks. 
During a heavy wind storm recently a barn 
on the farm of A. J. Surrey, three miles from 
Iola. Kans., w as blown down, end two sons of 
Capt Surrey, aged 15 and 19 killed,and anoth­ 
er aged 17 was mortally wounded. 
Specials from EastTawas, Farwell and other 
points through Michigan where forest fires 
have been raging state that the fires have been 
almost all extinguished by heavy rains which 
have fallen the past twenty-four hours. 
During a terrific thunder storm at Cortland, 
N. Y., Wednesday aftern>*on, the tents of Bar- 
num's circus were torn from their fastenings 
and blown upon the heads of the 7,000 or 8,000 
spectators. For a few minutes it seemed as if 
hundreds would l*e crushed to death; but the 
panic came speedily to au end. 
Fergus Falls, Special:—The damages done 
by the recent storm are perhaps about as in­ 
dicated so far as the amount of injury is con­ 
cerned. The damage is at least $75,000, and 
DriwimUr confined to the towns of Buso, 
West Duse, Western, Aa&stad, Corliss and 
Dane Prairie. There are about 1,<*00 acres 
totally destroyed, 1,000 half destroyed and 5,- 
000 or 6,000 more or less injured. It is a gr« at 
blight upon those who were struck, but the 
general excellency of the crops uninjured will 
more than make up the usual average.

Hall, six miles south of Rushville, Ind., ex­ 
ploded The engineer, Eugene Swain, living 
at Milroy, was instantly killed, also David 
Henderson.

More than a century ago the site of 
the actual Etablissement des Bains of 
Dalmas di Tenda was occupied by a no­ 
ble and spacious Benedictine monastery 
embosomed in an extensive park or for­ 
est of lordly and broad-branching chest­ 
nut trees, such as the one under whose 
shallow we are now seated.

Instant Death in the Capitol. 
At the Minnesota State House in St. Paul on 
Friday last, there was a terrible and fatal ac­ 
cident A lad named Harry Wbitefell through 
the skylight iu the main tower and dashed ont 
his brains on the tile floor some fifty feet be­ 
low. The door to the tower had been left open 
all day to accommodate the numerous visitors, 
and this lad had gone up to take a birds-eye 
view of the city. He was alone at the time of 
the accident The space under the dome is 
roofed over with a skylight of stained glass. 
From this to the marble floor below in 
the 
corridor 
leading 
to 
the sen­ 
ate 
aml 
assembly chambers is 
fifty feet. There is a railing around the sky­ 
light, with a passageway about six feet wide, 
and about half way up the tower. The glass 
in the skylight is an eighth of an inch thick, 
and was covered with dust In this dust many 
people had written their names and addresses. 
The boy thought he would go out on the glass 
and place his name there. In doing tliis his 
foot slipped and he crashed through the glass. 
The noise of striking the floor and the break­ 
ing of the glass soon attracted every one in the 
building. The blood and brains had oozed 
from his head and covered the floor for sever­ 
al feet around It was a ghastly sight to be­ 
hold. The mdentity of the boy was discovered 
to lie Harry White, son of Louis White, book­ 
keeper of the C. V Nelson Lumber company, 
who lives at 514 Wabasha street, opposite the 
capítol.

Some Seasonable Hints for tht 
Benefit of Heated Humanity. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
The temjier ature of our bodies, which 
normally is about ninety-eight and one- 
half degrees, is modified markedly by 
our clothing, our food and drink, our 
habits whether active or otherwise, and 
by the temperature of the place in 
which we may happen to be. The 
jioint just named is one of the most im­ 
portant, yet little need be said of it for 
the reason that now this is practically 
beyond our control. Excess of moisture 
in the air is said to be and doubtless 
doe* make a high temperature more 
distressing, because it causes the w'ater 
that exudes from our bodies in the 
form of sweat to remain upon the sur­ 
face of the body, a circumstance that 
greatly retards the elimination of heat. 
Gentle currants of cool air are agreeable 
and refreshing, because they hasten the 
evajioration from the surface. 
The influence of muscular activity on 
the body temperature is well known 
and though we cannot all control our 
movements at all times, yet by experi­ 
ence all will find that “go slow” is a 
very good rule to go by in hot weather 
— that is, w'lien the temperature of the 
air gets up among the nineties, previous 
to which none should complain. 
The food and drink most suitable for 
summer use can be quickly named. Use 
a minimum amount of fat and heated 
food, but take care to use the most nu­ 
tritious and digestable substances that 
can be commanded. Heated foods are 
best used at breakfast time. Perfectly 
mature fruits used raw or fruit not 
quite ripe cooked. 
Cold boiled ham, 
tongue or beef, good bread and butter 
and good cold milk make a suitable sum­ 
mer lunch. The milk may at times be 
susbtituted by cold lemonade. The two 
should, however, in no ease be used to­ 
gether. The clothing best adapted to 
hot weather w'ear is loose garments of 
woolen fabrics, notably flannel.

named aids the evaporation from the 
sqrface of the body before referred to. 
Wiping the face, hands and arms with 
a cloth wet with cool water, folio wed 
by drying these surfaoes gently, is at 
times very grateful.

A Talk With Governor Blackburn—Th* 
Disease Not Contagious, but Epidemic. 
From the Louisville- Courier-Journal 
A reporter yesterday met ex-Govern­ 
or Luke P. Blackburn, aud knowing 
that he had probably been through 
more cholera aud yellow-fever epidem­ 
ics than any other man alive, asked him 
what his opinion was as to the probabil­ 
ity that cholera would invade this coun- 
I try.“No man can tell,” said the ex-gov­ 
ernor; ' ‘it comesas a thief in the night, 
without warning, as it came to Frank­ 
fort, Ky., in 1832. At that time there 
were some cases in New' York, but no­ 
where else in the United States. It 
struck Frankfort on November 24; it 
was very cold and the ground was fro­ 
zen. It had snowed that morning. No 
one expected the cholera any more ilmr 
they expected an earthquake; yet be­ 
tween 12 o'clock at night and daylight 
twelve persons liad died of it. Again, 
the disease may coine as it did in 1835. 
In lKk*3 cholera bad prevailed in every 
limestone district in the state of Ken­ 
tucky, but in no granite district in this 
state or elsewhere. It had passed off 
the continent and all fears had disap- 
peared; yet on Saturday, August 5, 
1835, it broke out in Versailles and in 
Hopkinsville, towns 15C miles apart, at 
about the same hour. At each place it 
prevailed about the same length of time 
fourteen days, with great fatality. It 
did not extend two miles into the coun­ 
try from either town.” 
“Do you consider the disease conta­ 
gious?” asked the reporter. 
“No, of course not,” said the doctor. 
“The facts clearly indicate that it is not. 
The words contagion and infection are 
used synonymously; yet they areas dis­ 
similar as any two diseases. Contagion, 
as the word implies, is taking a disease 
by contact. Contagions diseases can 
be taken time and again by actual con­ 
tact. An infectious disease is taken 
through the medium of the atmosjihere 
within a localized distance, without 
actual physical contact. 
The atmos- 
jihere that surrounds the patient, or 
which is in the room where he 
is. becomes pregnant with some ma­ 
terial substance, either fungi or 
bacteria—with some substances which 
must jiossess either animal or veget­ 
able life. Among infections diseases 
small-j>ox, yellow fever, scarlet fever, 
measles and whooping cough. Barring 
message. ' exceptions, an infectious diseases can 
' 
only be taken once. One attack gives 
an immunity from others. This, in­ 
deed. is the marked characteristic of 
infectious diseases. ” 
“Do you believe that a strict quaran­ 
tine will keep cholera out of the coun- 
trv ?” 
“I am decidedly a believer in quaran­ 
tine against all infectious diseases; but 
certainly not against cholera, which is 
not of that class. Cold weather will 
destroy yellow fever; as every one 
knows, and hot weather will destroy 
scarlet fever; but season lias no 
influence over cholera. 
It has been 
here in winter, summer, spring and 
autumn; it was as fatal in Moscow 
when the snow was 11 feet deep as it 
ever was in the tropics. In order that 
quarantine may prevail against cholera 
it must be an infectious disease; but if 
it is an infections disease, you start a 
case of cholera anv where in the world

Misdea smoked all the w ay. he lis­ 
tened to the chaplain, however, with 
great respect.

The first thing Misdea saw on alighting 
was the funeral car that was afterwards 
to take his body to the burialground. 
He alighted without assistance, aud 
stood erect all the time the colonel of 
the regiment read the sentence to 
him. After this Misdea was tied 
ta a chair with his back to the sol­ 
diers; his eyes were next bandaged, and 
then the chajflain was led away by an 
officer. Fourteen of the best shots in 
the regiment were chosen for the execu­ 
tion, eight of whom stood in front and 
six at the back. At a sign the forward 
eight moved silently to about five steps 
from Misdea, whilst the reserve stood 
six times at 10 steps from tho first. 
Then came a moment of intense silence, 
then at a sign, the soldiers fired. Death 
was instantaneous. Six balls had en­ 
tered the head, two the back. The body 
fell forward, dragging the chair with it. 
The chaplain fainted. It was impos­ 
sible to examine tho skull, it being com- 
jfletely fractured. The night before his 
execution Misdea wrote a most affection­ 
ate letter to his mother. In the opinion 
of many this execution was as great a 
crime as Misdea's. I understand that 
this extreme rigor has been showrn Mis­ 
dea because there lias been so many 
cases of crime and insubordination in 
the army, and it is hoped that this ter­ 
rible example may have a salutary effect 
on the army in general—Vedremo, as 
Italians say.

“Has this anything to do writh the or- ( 
igin of cholera?” 
“Yes; there are evidently two causes 
for cholera—a remote or atmospheric 
cause and the immediate cause, which 
must be the character of the water used. 
When the atmospheric cause prevails, 
the earthy salts contained in limestone 
w'ater and the organic matter in water 
that after standing 24 hours becomes ¡ 
offensive, are the exciting or immediate 
cause and develop the disease. I think 
there is no occasion for special alarm j 
because of the existence of cholera in \ 
France. It may drop down upon Louis­ 
ville to-night and kill a great many jieo- 
ple, as it has come suddenly heretofore 
to other places; but to-morrow every 
man can protect himself and his family 
by boiling the water that they drink, or 
by using green tea, this being an as­ 
tringent and more palatable than boiled 
water. The w’ater of tea should be 
thoroughly boiled and it may then be 
cooled by putting lake ice in it. ”

Every farmer should keep a can of the 
ollowing mixture: 
Kerosene, tw’o 
quarts; linseed oil, one gill; resin, one 
ounce. Melt the resin in the linseed 
oil, and add to the kerosene. Coat all 
fsteel or iron tools, wherever bright, 
with this when they are to lie idle, if 
for only a few’days. It will not take 
half a minute or half a tablesjxxinful of 
the mixture to coat a plow, when one 
has finished using it, and it will prevent 
all rust and save half a day’s time in 
cleaning it when it is again needed, be­ 
sides saving the team many thousand of 
pounds extra pulling. Coat the iron 
work of the mowers and reapers with it 
when they are put away for winter. A 
little rust is only a little thing, but it

Curious Discovery of a Murder. 
In the latter part of August, 1878, 
the house of George Williams, in Roane 
county, W. Ya., was robbed and burned 
to hide the crime. The family were at 
church, and no arrests were made, as 
no clue was found. On the first of 
September, the same year, Peter Cook 
a special constable, went into the neigh­ 
borhood to look into tha matter and 
remained several days. Before leaving 
he said he had found the guilty parties. 
Two days afterward the dead body of 
Cook was found in a little frequented 
mountain road. An effort was made to 
find the murderers, but this proved un­ 
successful. 
Two years ago two girls named Mary 
and Eddie Tedson were married the 
same day to E. K. Reynolds and Til- 
buru Hall, all of resjiectable families. 
About one month ago the wouieD 
dressed alike, and a member of the 
Williams family recognized the goods as 
part of a jueee which was in his house 
at the time of the robbery, and the mat­ 
ter was reported to the officials. A 
search revealed other articles taken 
from the Williams family, and also 
from Cook, the murdered man. All the 
parties were arrested and Reynolds 
made the following confession: The 
girls were engaged to the men. after­ 
ward their husbands, at the time of the 
Williams robbery. The girls asked 
their father for money and being re­ 
fused, made up their minds to rob Wil­ 
liams, w ho also, they had learned, had 
$50 in the house. They did so, and 
burned the house to hide the crime. 
Their father caught them before they 
got away from the house. He paid Wil­ 
liams $25 in money, and a horse, and 
helped to rebuild the house to 
keep him quiet. 
When Cook came 
into the neighborhood the girls con­ 
fessed to their lovers and asked for 
help, and their father and the tw’o men 
concluded to kill Cook and they did so. 
They put his body in the road near a 
precipice to make beliave that his horse 
threw' him off and killed him. All three 
men are under arrest, and in Roane 
county jail.—Detroit Post.

Exhilarating Effect of Music. 
Burton, in his “Anatomy of Melan­ 
choly,” enumerating the virtues of mu­ 
sic, tells us that, ‘besides the excellent 
pow'er it hath to expel many other dis­ 
eases, it is a sovereign remedy against 
desjiair and melancholy, and w’ill drive 
away the devil himself.” Shakspeare, 
too, it may be remembered, mentions 
music as a remedy for insanity in “Rich­ 
ard II.” (Act v., Scene 5,) where the 
King says: 
This music made me; let it sound no more, 
For though it had holp madmen to their wits, 
In me it seems it will make wise men mad. 
In the Philosojrhical Magazine for 
May, 1806, we find the following state­ 
ment: “Several of the medical literati 
on the Continent are at present en­ 
gaged in making inquiries and experi­ 
ments upon the influence of music in 
the cure of diseases,” and M. Burette 
w as of opinion that music has the pow er 
of affecting the whole nervous system 
so as “to give a temporary relief in cer­ 
tain diseases, and even a radical cure. ” 
In modern times, among the well- 
known instances of the medical powers 
of music may be mentioned the remark- 
ible effect prociuoed by Farinelli on 


♦he Taint of Crime Often Hereditary. 
A London paper makes the sensible 
suggestion—which, however, nobody 
will follow—that the comjiassion which 
is often lavished by well-meaning jjer- 
sons upon notorious criminals who are 
caught and condemned would generally 
lie far belt -r bestowed upon their fami­ 
lies or relatives. The very nature of 
the attentions which are shown to the 
vilest of criminals is sufficient to indicate 
that the class of jieople who bestow 
the/fl are little likely to be influenced 
bv motives of philanthropy, and it is 
not to be hoped that anything good is 
to lie expected from them. Tney grati­ 
fy a prurient curiosity and a taste for 
abnormal amusements, but It is i'Ue to 
look to them for any genuine work of 
beneficence. 
The families of criminals, however, 
need to be more closely looked after 
than at j>resent. The tendency of 
crime is in the blood and from the sur­ 
roundings which are the fate of the 
children of confirmed criminals, need 
esjiecial correctives. Both for its own 
s.ffke and for the sake of the ill-fated 
victim» of circumstances, society should 
put fortli It» most strenuous extentions 
to reclaim the children of those upon 
whom tbe law visits its j>enalties. 
Their case is always hard and often pro­ 
foundly pathetic. 
The iiaper of which we speak above 
relates a touching story just reported 
from Paris, which illustrates most viv­ 
idly how severely the lash may fall uji- 
on the most unoffending person, when it 
ought fairly to strike the culjirit himself. 
Menesclou is the name of one of those 
monsters whose murderous exploits 
have within the last tw'O or three^ years 
excited »o much attention iu France, 
and have been judged even by a Pari­ 
sian jury too atrodious to be covered by 
extenuating circumstances. He was exe­ 
cuted in due course at La Roquette, 
but at the same time his parents, who 
were both alive, suffered a inore jútiable 
fate. The mother fell into a condition 
of insanity and was remove» I to the Salt- 
jietriere hospital, where she has re­ 
mained ever since, and is considered an 
incurable jiatient. The father w as era- 
ploved as an usher at the ministry of 
finance and bore an excellent character. 
But on the arrest and condemnation of 
his son he fell ill and be*-ame unable to 
work. He was mercifully jiensionedoff 
by the administrators of the department, 
though his time for a pension ba*l not 
arrived, and has since been living on 
his allowance, w ithout fear of absolute 
want, at Grenelle. But his health 
onlv got worse, and a few weeks ago he 
lost his reason. The cause of his men­ 
tal affliction could not be for a moment 
doubted, as he made constant allusion 
to his son. Three days ago this wretch­ 
ed man was released by death, which 
overtook him in a moment of acute fren- 
zv,—Boston Courier. 


Poor People the Best Customers 
From the New York Dial 
“The main reason that men of small 
means doing business on their limited 
capital don’t succeed any better,’’ said a 
plainly but well dressed, middle-aged 
man to-day, is because the rich men or 
those reported to be so, are dilatory in 
pavment of bills contracted. For 'in­ 
stance: I am in the harness-making 
business in a small way, and buy my 
stock in such quantities as I can afford. 
The wholesale dealer with whom I trade 
demands anil must have his money at 
the end of thirty or sixty days, accord­ 
ing to our agreement. I contract to 
furnish articles in my line to wholesale 
dealers, or men who have a direct line 
of customers among the well-to-do por­ 
tion of the community. When the time 
comes around for me to make payment 
to the furnishing house 1 call upon the 
wholesaler who has engaged my goods 
for a settlement. Nine times out of ten 
I am met with the complaint that Mr. 
So-and-So, who is a wealthy man and a 
good customer, has gone to Europe or 
the country, or else is not ready to pay 
the bill for some time yet. 
“My debtor tells me what a valuable 
customer Mr. 
So-and-So is, how 
wealthy a family he lielongs to, and 
how wrong it would be to jiress 
him for the small amount, for, he 
adds: ‘I know him to be perfectly 
good, and if I seem anxious about my 
pay, he will transfer his custom else­ 
where.’ In the mean time, the man 
from whom I purchased ttie stock be­ 
comes clamorous for his money and re­ 
fuses further credit until the old score 
is settled. So I must other borrow the 
money from friends or else on a mortgage 
of the little I have and pay exorbitant 
rates of interest. 
“All this trouble, yon see,” continued 
the artisan, “comes directly from the 
rich man, who can well afford to pay 
his debts; but who, in accordance with 
long-established custom, settles his bills 
whenever it jileases him to do so. There 
are more financial difficulties among 
hard-working, honest mechanics and 
trailers brought about by the carel* ss- 
ness of the rich to pay their debts than 
in any other way. 
“Then there are the Captain Crowley 
class of adventurers who make a great 
show of wealth, but have not got it, and 
are always ready to order bountifully, 
with never a thought of payment. This 
class of men are plentiful in large cities 
like Newr York, and for a long time can 
stand off debtors with such promises as 
are given by their ‘agent,’ coachman or 
factotum. 
“Take it all in all, the poor or moder­ 
ately well off jieople are the best and 
safest customers, and were it not for 
such prompt-paying people trades­ 
men and mechanics would have even a 
much harder time to get along than 
now.”

It has extended our foreign com­ 
merce until the nation sold $3,000,- 
000 more of its products in twenty- 
three years than had previously 
been sold from the first settlement 
of the country in 1600, 
It has spanned the continent 
with railroads, and made the desert 
places of the west to blossom with 
busy life. 
It gave to the country a stable 
currency in place of the wildcat 
issue fostered by the Democracy.

The Annual Meeting of the Grand Army of 
the Republic at Minneapolis was a grand af­ 
fair, as regards attendance of Veterans from 
nearly all the Northern States, the ceremonies 
attending the meeting, the associations con­ 
nected with the occasion, and the ample pro­ 
visions for sheltering and otherwise entertain­ 
ing the army. 
The old fair ground in the 
southern part of the city was converted iuto a 
camp, the various buildings converted iuto 
lodging houses, and the grounds dotted with 
thousands of tents, while adjoining were? neat 
eating houses. The great mass of veterans 
were 
here 
accommodated while thousands 
found shelter and food in Various parts 
of 
the 
city. 
Viewed 
from 
the 
Amphitheatre of grand stand on 
the fair 
grounds,presented a picture to be always re­ 
membered. 
Six hundred and fifty tents almost 
completely filled up the space inclosed by the 
track,raeewhile their snow white walls and wav­ 
ing lannore make a ideasaut picture upon the 
background of the plain. Here and there a silken 
banner of elegant design floated from the tents, 
and marked the headquarters of a state dele­ 
gation. 
in the town headquarters were estab­ 
lished in hotel* for the various states, which 
were continually thronged by citizens and soldi­ 
ers in search of field* and former «mirados. 
As the streets and buildings were decorated in 
the most elaborate and tasteful manner. 
There were manv arrivals op Sunday, and on 
Sunday bight anü Monday, trains were con­ 
stantly CKknmg in from all quarters.

A liberal school sys­ 
tem should be provided for the rising genera: ion 
of the South, and colored people be made 
as cai>able of exercising the duties of electors 
a* white people. In the meantime it is the duty 
of the national government to go beyond resolu­ 
tions and declarations on the subject, and to 
take snch action a* may lie in its power to se­ 
cure the absolute freedom of national elections 
everywhere to the end that our congress may 
cease to contain members representing fictitious 
majorities of their people, thus misdirecting the 
popular will concerning national legislation, and 
especially to the end that in presidential con­ 
tests great business and other interests of the 
country may be placed in fear and trembling 
lest the unscrupulous miuority should succeed 
in stifling the wishes of the majority. 
In ac­ 
cordance with the spirit of the last resolution of 
the Chicago platform, measures should be taken 
at once to remedy this great evil. 
FOREIGN IMMIGRATION. 
Under our liberal institutions the subjects and 
citizens of every nation have been welcomed to 
a home in our midst, and on compliance with 
our laws to co-operation in our government. 
While it is the policy of the Republican party to 
encourage tlie oppressed of other nations and 
offer them facilities for becoming useful and in­ 
telligent citizens in the legal definition of the 
term, the party has never contemi>lated the ad­ 
mission of a class of servile jieopie, who are not 
only unable to comprehend our institutions, but 
indisposed to become part of

INDIA’S HOT MONTHS. 


M idsummer Life In Calcutta, and How It 
Is Made Tolerable. 


F p country the heat is especially try­ 
ing. and there a few' months when to 
venture out in the sunshine, even with 
a solar-topee for a hat, and an umbrella 
also, would be nothing short of suicide. 
Every summer a good many people die 
just from riding on the railway in car­ 
riages cooled by all kinds of artificial 
appliances. 
In looking over the gov­ 
ernment weather statistics I find that the 
therm om eter frequently goes up to 150 
degree* in the shade during the hot 
months, and to 18U in the sun. 
Think 
of that, ye that complain of tho heat 
which occasionally besiege* the states 
at home. 
This climate seem to lie the 
one thing which is fatal to the highest 
development of this wonderful country. 
I have l>een interested in examining 
some of the make-shifts which human 
ingenuity has devised to Vender life 
tolerable during the blistering days of 
an Indian summer. 
First of all, there 
are the 
punkahs, 
which 
are 
kept 
sw inging w ith considerable effect. Then 
there are porous mats, called kuBs-kuas 
fatties, which usually contain 
some 
fragrant roots. 
They are kept satur­ 
ated with cold water, and placed where 
the wind will blow through them as it 
enters the house. 
In the absence of 
wind, punkahs are so placed as to fur­ 
nish a breeze to pass through them. 
These tatti-m at* are then placed in the 
windows 
of the railway 
carnages. 
Mtist of the ice used lo re is now m anu­ 
factured. 
Up to four or five years ago 
it wa brought on sh ip s from Boston 
aud sold for fr* rn four to six Cents per 
pound. 
Although the 
manufacture! 
ice only lasts half as long as tlienatnral 
ice, it can be made so much cheaper

“Only a few years after this event the 
gate of the Benedictine Abbey o lS t. Dal- 
mas di Tends opened to admit a strang­ 
er in the garb of a novice who, though 
bearing evident traces of youth and ex­ 
traordinary beauty, yet failed not to be­ 
tray signs of having passed through 
that furnace of moral probation w hich 
sears the very root of hope, and renders 
the bare name of happiness an echo of 
mockery.

round on Alpine highlands which be­ 
girdle the valleys of the Roya; m ore­ 
over, their rare luxuriance had been 
long since subjected to the shears and 
the tonsure rn conformity with the aus­ 
tere self-abnegating vows to 
which 
their once proud possessor had volun­ 
tarily submitted. 
“Perhaps the most faithful and forc­ 
ible comparison which could be sug­ 
gested between the grave and m arble- 
pale, smooth faced B rother Sebastian 
of the present with the gay, proud, hir­ 
sute Count Robert of the past, would lie 
that of a plaster cast or post-mortem 
picture contrasted with the living pro­ 
totype in tlie heyday of youth and ex­ 
uberant vitality. 
“B ut the inexorable finger of time 
speeds fast round the arrival of Dom 
Sebastian, gradually sank beneath the 
weight of his infirmities, aud his office 
became vacant. 
W ith one voice the 
grateful and appreciative fraternity el- 
eted their exemplary 
aud generous 
benefactor for their spiritual h ead; a 
dignity which he exercised to tho goner-

Some Seasonable Hints for th< 
Benefit of Heated Humanity. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 
The tem perature of our bodies, which 
normally is about ninety-eight and one- 
half degrees, is modified m arkedly by 
our clothing, our food and drink, our 
habits whether active or otherwise, and 
by the tem perature of the place in 
which we may happen to be. 
The 
point just named is one of the most im­ 
portant, yet little need lie said of it for 
the reason that no w this is practically 
beyond our control. 
Excess of moisture 
in the air is said to be and doubtless 
does make a high tem perature more 
distressing, because it causes the water 
that 
exudes from our bodies in the 
form of sweat to remain upon the sur­ 
face of the body, a circumstance that 
greatly retards tile elimination of heat. 
G entle currants of cool air are agreeable 
and refreshing, because they hasten the 
evaporation from the surface. 
The influence of muscular activity on 
the body tem perature is wrell known 
and though we cannot all control our 
movements at all times, yet bv experi­ 
ence all w ill find that “go slow” is a 
very good rule to go by in hot weather 
—that is, when the tem perature of the 
air gets up among the nineties, previous 
to which none should complain. 
The food and drink most suitable for 
summer use can be quickly named. Use 
a minimum amount of fat and heated 
food, but take care to use the most nu­ 
tritious and digestible substances that 
can be commanded. 
Heated foods are 
best used at breakfast time. 
Perfectly 
m ature fruits used raw or fruit not 
quite ripe cooked. 
Cold boiled ham, 
tongue or beef, good bread aud butter 
and good cold milk make a suitable sum­ 
mer lunch. 
The milk may at times be 
susbtituted by cold lemonade. The tw o 
should, however, in no case be used to­ 
gether. 
The clothing best adapted to 
hot weather w'ear is loose garm ents of 
woolen fabrics, notably flannel. 
This 
for the reason that the m aterial just 
named aids the evaporation from the 
surface of the body before referred to. 
W iping the face, hands and arms with 
a cloth wet with cool water, followed 
by drying these surfaces gently, is at 
times very grateful.

done. The chaplain, De Luca, remained 
w’ith Misdea from the moment the sen­ 
tence was pronounced 
to the 
Misdea, like most Italians, had an image 
of the Yirgeu Mary round his neck, and 
he kissed this incessantly. On the even­ 
ing before bis death he ate macaroni 
and fried fish. 
The execution 
was 
fixed for 4 :30 o’clock in the morning. 
Misdea left prison at 2 :30 o’clock in a car 
drawn by four horses, accompanied by 
carbineers on horseback aud 
a com­ 
pany of foot soldiers. The chaplain and 
six soldiers sat witll him in the car. 
Misdea smoked all the way. 
he lis­ 
tened to the chaplain, however, with 
great respect. 
They arrived at the 
place of execution at 4 o’clock precisely. 
The first thing Misdea saw on alighting 
was the funeral car that was afterwards 
to take his body to the burialground. 
He alighted without assistance, 
and 
stood erect all the time the colonel of 
the regim ent read the 
sentence 
to 
him. 
After this 
Misdea was 
tied 
to a chair with his back to the sol­ 
diers ; his eyes were next bandaged, and 
then the chaplain was led away by an 
officer. 
Fourteen of the best shots in 
the regiment were chosen for the execu­ 
tion, eight of whom stood in front and 
six at the back. 
At a sign the forward 
eight moved silently to about five steps 
from Misdea, whilst the reserve stood 
six times at IO steps from the first. 
Then came a moment of intense silence, 
then at a sign, the soldiers fired. 
Death 
was instantaneous. 
Six balls had en­ 
tered the head, two the back. 
The body 
fell forward, dragging the chair w ith it. 
The chaplain fainted. 
I t w as impos­ 
sible to examine the skull, it being com­ 
pletely fractured. 
The night before his 
execution Misdea wrote a most affection­ 
ate letter to his motlier. 
In the opinion 
of many this execution was as great a 
crime as Misdea’s. 
I understand that 
this extreme rigor has been shown Mis­ 
dea because there has been so many 
cases of crime and insuliordination in 
tlie army, and it is hoped that this ter­ 
rible example may have a salutary effect 
on the army in general—Vedremo, as 
Italians say.

A Tallr W ith Governor Blackburn—TK* 
Disease Rot Contagions, bat Epidemic. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal 
A reporter jesterday met ex-Govern­ 
or Luke P. Blackburn, aud knowing 
that he had probably' lieen through 
more cholera aud yellow'-fever epidem­ 
ics than any other man alive, asked him 
what his opinion was as to the probabil­ 
ity that cholera would invade this coun- 
j I try. 
“ No man can tell,” said the ex-gov­ 
ernor; “ it comes as a thief in the night, 
without warning, as it came to F rank­ 
fort, Kv., in 1832. 
At that time there 
were some cases in New' York, but no­ 
where else in the United States. 
It 
struck Frankfort on November 24; it 
was very cold and the ground was fro­ 
zen. 
It had .snowed that morning. 
No 
one expected the cholera any more thai* 
they expected an earthquake; yet be­ 
tween 12 o'clock at night and daylight 
twelve persons had died of it. 
Again, 
the disease may come as it did in 1835. 
In 1833 cholera had prevailed in every 
limestone district in the state of K* n- 
tucky, but in no granite district in this 
state or elsewhere. 
It had passed off 
the continent and all fears had disap­ 
p e a re d ; yet on Saturday, 
Angust 5, 
1835, it broke out in Versailles and in 
Hopkinsville, towns lob miles apart, at 
about the same hour. 
At each place it 
prevailed about the same length of time 
fourteen days, with great fatality. 
It 
di*l not extend two miles into the coun­ 
try from either town.’’ 
“Do you consider the disease conta­ 
gious?” asked the reporter. 
“No, of course not.” said the doctor. 
“The facts clearly indicate that it is not. 
The words contagion and infection are 
used synonymously; yet they areas dis­ 
similar as any two diseases. 
Contagion, 
as the word implies, is taking a disease 
by contact. 
Contagious diseases can 
lie taken time and again by actual con­ 
tact. 
An infectious disease is taken 
through the medium of the atmosphere : 
within a localized distance, without 
actual physical contact. 
The atmos­ 
phere that surrounds the patient, or 
whieh is 
in 
the room where 
he 
is. becomes pregnant with some ma­ 
terial 
substance, 
either fungi 
or 
bacteria—with some substances which 
must possess either animal or veget­ 
able life. 
Among infectious diseases 
small-pox, yellow fever, scarlet fever, 
measles and whooping cough. 
Barring 
exceptions, an infectious diseases can 
only be taken 
once. One attack gives 
an immunity 
from others. This, 
in­ 
deed is the marked characteristic of 
infectious diseases.” 
“Do you believe that a strict quaran­ 
tine will keep cholera out of the coun­ 
try ?” 
“I am decidedly a believer in quaran­ 
tine against all infectious diseases; but 
certainly not against cholera, which is 
not of that class. 
Cold weather will 
destroy yellow fever; as every one 
knows, and hot weather will destroy 
scarlet 
fever; 
but season 
has no 
influence over cholera. 
It has been 
here in winter, summer, spring and 
autum n; 
it was as fatal in Moscow 
when the snow was 14 feet deep as it 
eve* was in the tropics. 
In order that 
quarantine may prevail against cholera 
it must be an infectious disease; but if 
last, it is an infectious disease, you start a 
case of cholera anywhere in the world 
and it is bound to kill every person in 
the world before it stops. 
W hat is to 
stop it? 
The season has no influence 
over it, and one attack only predisposes 
a person to a second attack instead of 
giving immunity. 
You may cure a 
case, but in tile meanwhile somebody 
else has taken it, and the spread goes 
on. 
A person who has had it once will 
meet and contract it again, and so on to 
the end. 
You may follow the course of 
cholera from the Ganges to the Equa­ 
tor, and you will find that it has never 
prevailed in a granite country, but al- 
ways in a calcareous conn try .” 
“ Has this anything to do with the or­ 
igin of cholera?” 
“Yes; there are evidently two causes 
for cholera—a remote or atmospheric 
cause and the immediate cause, which 
must be the character of the water used. 
When the atmospheric cause prevails, 
the earthy salts contained in limestone 
w’ater and the organic m atter in water 
that after standing 24 hours becomes 
offensive, are the exciting or immediate 
cause and develop the disease. 
I think 
there is no occasion for special alarm 
because of the existence of cholera in 
France. It may drop down upon Louis­ 
ville to-night and kill agreat many peo­ 
ple, as it has come suddenly heretofore 
to o th e r places; but to-morrow every 
man can protect himself and his family 
by boiling tile water that they drink, or 
by using green tea, this being an as­ 
tringent and more palatable than boiled 
water. 
The water of tea should be 
thoroughly boiled and it may then be 
cooled by putting lake ice in it. ”

Curious Discovery of a Murder. 


In the latter part of August, 1878, 
the house of George Williams, in Roane 
county, W. Ya., was robbed and burned 
to hide the crime. 
The family were at 
church, and no arrests were made, as 
no clue was found. 
On the first of 
September, the same year, Peter Cook 
a special constable, went into the neigh­ 
borhood to look into tha m atter and 
remained several days. 
Before leaving 
he said he had found the guilty parties. 
Two days afterward the dead body of 
Cook was found in a little frequented 
mountain road. 
An effort was made to 
find the m urderers, but this proved un­ 
successful. 
Two years ago two girls named Mary 
and Eddie Tedson were married the 
same day to E. K. Reynolds and Til- 
bnrn Hall, all of respectable families. 
About one 
month 
ago the women 
dressed alike, and a member of the 
Williams family recognized the goods as 
part of a piece which was in his house 
at the time of the robbery, and the m at­ 
ter was reported to the officials. 
A 
search revealed other articles taken 
from the W illiams family, and also 
from Cook, the murdered man. 
All the 
parties were arrested anil Reynolds 
made the following confession: 
The 
girls were engaged to the men. after­ 
ward their husbands, at the time of the 
Williams robbery. 
The girls asked 
their father for money and being re ­ 
fused, made up their minds to rob Wil­ 
liams, who also, they had learned, had 
$50 in the house.. They did so, and 
burned the house to hide the crime. 
Their father caught them before they 
got away from the house. 
He paid W il­ 
liams $25 in money, and a horse, and 
helped 
to 
rebuild 
the 
house 
to 
keep him quiet. 
W hen Cook came 
into the neighborhood the girls con­ 
fessed to their lovers and asked for 
help, and their father and the two men 
concluded to kill Cook and they did so. 
They put his body in the road near a 
precipice to make believe that his horse 
threw him off and killed him. All three 
men are under arrest, and in Roane 
county jail.—Detroit Post.

“Several of the medical literati 
on the Continent are at present en­ 
gaged in making inquiries and experi­ 
ments upon the influence of music in 
the cure of diseases,” and M. Burette 
w as of opinion that music has the pow er 
of affecting the whole nervous system 
so as “to give a tem porary relief in cer­ 
tain diseases, and even a radical cure. ” 
In modern times, among the well­ 
known instances of the medical powers 
of music may be ment ioned the rem ark- 
ible effect p ro c e e d by Farinelli on 


♦h e Taint of Crime Often 
Hereditary. 
A London paper makes the sensible 
suggestion—which, 
however, nobody 
will follow—that the compassion which 
is often lavished l>v well-meaning per­ 
sons upon notorious criminals who are 
caught and condemned would generally 
be far belt >r bestowed upon their fami­ 
lies or relatives. 
The very nature of 
the attentions which are shown to tho 
vilest of criminals is sufficient to indicate 
that the class of people who bestow 
them are tittle likely to tie influenced 
by motive* of philanthropy, abd it is 
not to lie hoped that anything good is 
to lie expected from them . 
Tney grati­ 
fy a prurient curiosity and a taste for 
abnormal amusements, but ft is idle to 
look to them for any genuine work of 
beneficence. 
H ie families of criminals, however, 
need to be more closely looked after 
than at present. 
The tendency 
of 
crime is in the blood and from the sur­ 
roundings which are the fate of the 
children of confirmed crim inals, need 
especial correctives. 
Botii for its own 
sake and for the sake of the ill-fated 
victims of circumstances, society should 
put forth itff most strenuous exteutions 
to reclaim the children of those upon 
whom 
the law visits 
its penalties. 
Their case is always hard and often pro­ 
foundly pathetic. 
The paper of which we speak above 
relates a touching story just reported 
from Paris, which illustrates most viv­ 
idly how severely the lash may fall up­ 
on (be most unoffending person, when it 
ought fairly to strike the culprit himself. 
Menesclou is the name of one of those 
monsters whose m urderous exploits 
have within the last two or three years 
excited *o much attention in France, 
aud Ii ave lieen judged even by a P ari­ 
sian jury too atrochous to be covered by 
extenuating circumstances. He was exe­ 
cuted in due course at La Roquette, 
but at the same tim e his parents, who 
were both alive, suffered a more pitiable 
fate, 
Tile mother fell into a condition 
of insanity and was removed to the Salt- 
petriere hospital, where she has re­ 
mained ever since, and is considered an 
incurable patient. 
The father w as em­ 
ployed r.s an usher at the ministry of 
finance and bore an ex*'-' bent character. 
B ut on th e arrest and condemnation of 
his son he fell ill and became unable to 
w ork. 
He was mercifully ]>ensioned off 
bv the adm inistrators of the departm ent, 
though his time for a pension hail not 
arrived, and has since been living on 
his allowance, w ithout fear of absolute 
want, 
at Grenelle. 
B ut his health 
onlv got worse, and a few weeks ago he 
lost his reason. 
The cause of his men­ 
tal affliction could not be for a mom ent 
doubted, as he made constant allusion 
to his son. 
Three days ago this wretch­ 
ed man w as released by death, w hich 
overtook him in a moment of acute fren­ 
zy,—Boston Courier. 


Poor People tho Best Customers 


From the New York DiaL 
“The main reason that men of small 
means doing business on their limited 
capital don't succeed any better,” said a 
plainly but well dressed, m iddle-aged 
] man to-day, is because the rich men or 
those reported to be so, are dilatory, in 
payment of bills contracted. 
I or ' in­ 
stance: I am in the harness-m aking 
business in a small way, and buy my 
stock in such quantities as I can afford. 
The wholesale dealer with whom I trade 
demands and must have his money at 
the end of thirty or sixty days, accord­ 
ing to our agreement. 
I contract to 
furnish articles in my line to wholesale 
dealers, or men who have a direct line 
of customers among the well-to-do por­ 
tion of the community. 
When the time 
comes around for me to make payment 
to the furnishing house I call upon the 
w holesaler who has engaged my goods 
for a settlem ent. 
Nine times out of ten 
I am met with the complaint that Mr. 
So-anil-So, who is a wealthy man and a 
good customer, has gone to Europe or 
the country, or else is not ready to pay 
the bill for some time yet. 
“My debtor tells me what a valuable 
customer 
Mr. 
So-and-So 
is, 
how 
wealthy 
a family he lielongs to, and 
how 
wrong 
it would be 
to press 
him for the small amount, 
for, he 
adds: ‘I know him to Lie perfectly 
good, and if I seem anxious about my 
pay, lie will transfer his custom else­ 
where.’ 
In the mean time, the man 
from whom I purchased the stock be­ 
comes clamorous for his money and re­ 
fuses further credit until the old score 
is settled. So I must i ither borrow the 
money from friends or else on a mortgage 
of the little I have and pay exorbitant 
rates of interest. 
“All this trouble, you see,” continued 
the artisan, “comes directly from the 
rich man, who can well afford to pay 
his debts; but w ho, in accordance w ith 
long-established custom, settles his bills 
whenever it pleases him to do so. There 
are more financial difficulties among 
hard-working, honest mechanics and 
traders brought about by the carel* ss- 
ness of the rich to pay their debts than 
in any other way. 
“Then there are the Captain Crowley 
class of adventurers who make a great 
show of wealth, but have not got it, and 
are always ready to order bountifully, 
with never a thought of payment. 
I his 
class of men are plentiful in large cities 
like New’ York, and for a long time can 
stand off’ debtors with such promises as 
are given by their ‘agent,’ coachman or 
factotum. 
“Take it all in all, the poor or moder­ 
ately well off people are the best and 
safest customers, and were it not for 
such 
prom pt-paying people 
trades­ 
men and mechanics would have even a 
much harder time to get along than 
now. ”

[Uitteburg Dispatch.] 
There was great excitement yesterday 
morning at Homewood. For some time past 
the Gilluspie Fuel company have been boring 
for gas on the grounds o f Mr. George West­ 
inghouse, and at 8 o’clock yesterday m o rn in g 
a heavy vein was struck at a depth of 
1,5S0 feet. 
The pressure was so great 
at 
first 
that 
the 
sand 
and 
gravel 
were thrown high in the air. The news 
spread rapidly and the grounds were the 
center of attraction for hundreds during the 
day. In the city it was generally commented 
upon, and in some instances the liveliest 
prophecies were indulged in, the strike being 
so near the city. The flow on teste showed a 
pressure of forty pounds, the vein being 
found in a gravelly rock . 
A gentleman long 
iientifiod with wells and 
familiar with 
natural gas said, when spoken to: “I see no 
reason why every manufactory in Pittsburg 
using fuel should not bore into the bowels of 
the earth and tap tho reservoirs of gas that I 
am confident underlie th* whole of this sec- 
tion. It is my firm belief that as strong de­ 
posits as thoro owned by the Penn company 
can be struck right here in the city, and that 
the day will come when mill owners and 
manufacturers will thus obtain their fuel.”

‘'The formation of the country, and the fact 
of its being found whenever bored deep 
enough for in the surrounding vicinity, in­ 
dicate to me that there are nearly inex­ 
haustible deposit* underlying Pittsburg,” re­ 
plied the gentleman. “It stands to reason, j 
does it not, that if it is found in such quan­ 
tities at Murraysville, and now at Home­ 
wood, that we also have it here. I think it 
is only a matter of depth. This well at 
Homewood is 1,600 feet deep. We may have 
to go deeper here, or perhaps not so deep.

The central idea of the republican government 
is the rule of the whole people as opposed to 
other form* which rest upon a privileged class. 
Our forefathers, in the attem pt to erect a now

vanced thought of the world at that period upon 
the subject of governmental reform, adopted t he 
idea of the jieople’s sovereign! y, and I lins laid 
the basis of our present republic.

But the disagreeable 
fact that while, theoretically, we are in the en­ 
joyment of government of the whole people,

Here and there a silken 
banner of elegant design floated from the tents, 
and m arket the headquarters of a state dele­ 
gation. 
in the town headquarters were estab­ 
lished in hotels for the various states, which 
were continually thronged b y citizens and soldi­ 
ers in search of fields ami former comrades.
